These three celebrations, coming in quick succession, 
emphasize the fact that Southern Pacific, a pioneer of 
the early West, is going ahead and is still an active and 
important factor in the growth and development of this 
Western territory. 

While September 5 is a red letter day for Southern 
Pacific, and everyone in the service may well be gratified 
at the recognition given it by the people of Los Angeles, 
it is also of great importance to the people of Los Angeles 
and of the state of California. a 

What more impressive evidence of the rapid growth and 
development of Los Angeles and California-can be found 
than in the fact that James Loney of Pomona, conductor 
of the first train from Los Angeles; J. D. (Johnny) Bas- 
sett, his brakeman, and Jack Riley, conductor of the. first 
regular train into Los Angeles, are alive and will be pres- 
ent at the celebration? Within the space of less than a 
man’s lifetime California has grown amazingly. When 
James Loney and his train pulled out of Los Anveles, Sep- 
tember 5, 1876, he left behind him a village of about 16,- 
000 people. Today Los Angeles is a city known the world 
over, with a population well over the million mark and with 
a property valuation of almost two billion dollars. Cal- 
ifornia, in the same way, has developed and prospered 
greatly in this comparatively brief span of years. 

The three celebrations demonstrate to the world. that 
the West is doing great things and that its progress is 
being aided and advanced by a vigorous and progressive 
railroad—Southern Pacific.

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Los Angeles to Re-Act “Wedding of the Rails’ 


“wedding of the rails” at Lang 

Station, 12 miles north of 
Saugus, on September 5, 1876, which 
gave Southern California its first rail- 
road contact with the outside world, 
will be celebrated on Sunday, Septem- 
ber 5, by appropriate ceremonies. 

Plans for the fifty-year anniversary 
celebration have been made under 
auspices of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, working in cooperation 
with the Southern Pacific. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce at San Francisco, 
Mayor Rolph and the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors have been in- 
vited to participate in the fete. 

Insofar as possible, the train of 50 
years ago that carried Los Angeles 
officials and residents to the scene of 
the driving of a golden spike will be 
duplicated for the coming celebration. 

It is to leave Los Angeles at 9a. m., 
the same hour of departure for the 
original first train, for Lang with offi- 
cials and pioneers on beard. In the 
meantime, a modern train is to leave 
San Francisco for Lang with a dele- 
gation from the Bay District. 

The two trains, it is planned, will 
meet at Lang shortly before noon on 
September 5 and the driving of the 
gold spike will be re-enacted. The 
original spike was driven by Charles 
Crocker, then president of the South- 
ern Pacific, and_his son, William H. 
Crocker of San Francisco, has been in- 
vited to handle the hammer at the 
coming celebration. 

At the conclusion of the spike- 
driving ceremonies, Mayor Rolph of 
San Francisco, Mayor Cryer of Los 
Angeles and other officials are :to 
make brief talks, after which a barbe- 
cue is to be served to the_invited 
guests of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce by Joe Romero, a pio- 
neer caterer of Los Angeles, who was 
born in Southern California and who 
was married the year the rail line was 
completed. 

Old fashioned dances by pioneers, 
musie and entertainment by represer« 
tatives of the motion picture industry 
are to complete the program at Lang. 

The old train, followed by the mod- 
ern train from San Francisco, is to 
leave ‘Lang on the return trip to Los 
Angeles at about 8 p.m., forming a 
rail parade into the city. The equip- 
ment is to be placed on exhibition 
after arriving in that city. 

The celebration will emphasize the 


Ti golden anniversary of the 


great-growth of California during. the 
last 50 years, Many old railread men 
and, other pioneers have volunteered 
to ‘the*Special committee in charge to 
partiéipate in the affair. as 

Among“the old railroad mén-ex- 

pected to be present are James Loney 
of Pomona, who was conductor on the 
first train from Los Angeles; J. P. 
“Johnny” Bassett of Los Angeles, who 
was Loney’s brakeman; Jack Riley of 
Indianapolis, who was conductor on 
the first regular train from the north; 
W. N. Monroe of Monrovia, in charge 
of track laying crew at Lang in 1876; 
J. W. Fanning of Santa Monica, who 
was cook for President Crocker; Tim 
Biesnehan of Pomona, an old section 
foreman; ©, H. Burke of Los Angeles, 
an old agent, 
-Mrs. Bassett, who was the first 
woman to ride through the Newhall 
tunnel, and Mrs. J. T. Gifford, wife 
of the first agent at Newhall, are 
among the women who have expressed 
a desire to attend the celebration. 

On the day following the original 
celebration half a century ago, the 
Los Angeles Evening Express carried 
a long story detailing the importance 
of the rail connection, The first par- 
agraph of the story read as follows: 

“Yesterday was a white day in the 
ealendar of Los Angeles. It witnessed 
an event which brings Southern -Cal- 
ifornia out of her isolation and unites 
her commercial capital, Los Angeles, 
with the great system of highways 
of the United States.” 

Apparently in the early days the 
Company had difficulty in obtaining 
eoaches to handle crowds, for the 
story comments favorably upon the 
fact that officials in Los Angeles had 
been able to obtain five cars in which 
to take excursionists to Lang’s Sta- 
tion. It then continued: 

“Five cars were opened to the ex- 
cursionists as the train started for the 
north, drawn by engine No. 25, hand- 
somely decorated with flags. People 
lined the streets and cheered as the 
train passed. A count showed 355 on 
board the train.” 

The writer stated it took the first 
train 10% minutes to pass through 
Newhall. tunnel, but that it seemed 
like 60 minutes, and that water could 
be heard dripping on the roofs of the 
coaches, 

When the train arrived at Lang, 
according to the story, “lined up on 
each side of the track was an army of 


8000 Chinese at parade rest, with their 
long handled shovels. We were 
greeted by Col. Charles Crocker, pres- 
ident of the road, and Col. Gray, chief 
engineer. There was just 1050 feet of 
track to be laid. Grading was finished 
and the ties in place. Shortly after 1 
p.m., a whistle announced the San 
Francisco train coming around the 
curve.” 

On board the San Francisco train 
was a delegation of prominent men 
headed by Governor Leland Stanford, 
president of the Central_ Pacific; 
Mayor A. J. Bryant of San Francisco 
and the San Francisco Supervisors. 
Track crews from the north and the 
south entered into a contest to close 
the gap and in 8% minutes, it was 
stated, the final rail was placed. Presi- 
dent Crocker then drove the last spike 
and there were calls upon prominent 
men present for short talks, That 
evening, after the trains reached Los 
Angeles, a big banquet was held in 
Union Hall.

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Death Calls Wm. Hood, 
Pioneer Rail Builder 


ILLIAM HOOD, dean of 
: \ \ j American railroad engineers, 
. and for 80 years chief en- 
gineer of the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific railroads, passed 
away at San Francisco, August 26, 
following a brief illness. He was 
born.at Concord, N. H., eighty years 
ago and had been a resident of Cal- 
ifornia for nearly 60 years. _ 7 

During the 54 years of his service 
with Southern Pacific, Mr. Hood’s 
name became internationally famous, 
and he was everywhere recognized as 
one of the great pioneer American 
railroad engineers. Mr. Hood retired 
from service May 3, 1921, on the an- 
niversary of the day when first he 
obtained employment with the com- 
pany. In spite of his eighty years 
of strenuous living, Mr. Hood was up 
until the time of his last short illness 
as hale and hearty. as most men are at 
45 or 50. He kept closely informed 
of engineering developments, was al- 
ways interested in contemporary 
events, f . 

Many of the West’s outstanding rail- 
road engineering achievements are 
attributed to Hood’s genius. He was 
called upon to solve the most difficult 
engineering problems, and some of 
the feats he accomplished will prove 
lasting memorials to his ability. 

The construction of the famous Te- 
hachapi loop; the building of the 
Luein cut-off, a causeway and trestle 
crossing the Great Salt Lake; the 
solution of the problem of the Sis- 
kiyous with an “S” line which crosses 
the Sacramento river‘18 times and 
passes through 16 tunnels, one 3,000 
feet lang; and the completion of the 
line which cuts “through Carriso 
Gorge to unite the’.Imperial Valley 
with San Diego, aré among the great 
engineering achievements he accom- 
plished. : 

The Lucin cut-off, a 27 and one- 
half mile “bridge” across Great Salt 
Lake in Utah, was authorized upon 
Hood's assurance that the work could 
be completed at reasonable cost in 
spite of the statements of many lead- 
ing engineers that the project was 
impracticable. 4 

He had been s pacemaker in Amer- 
jean railroad -engineering since the 
seventies. One of his carly develop- 
ments in mountain railroad construc- 
tion inaugurated the practice of figur- 
ing grades as a whole from the sum- 
mit down, in place-of building the line 
from the bottom up in sections with 
no accurate estimate of the total grade 
required. 

Under his ‘direction the so-called 
“impossible railroad”: through Carriso 
Gorge in Southern California, piercing 
solid granite with seventeen tunnels 
in-eleven miles and clinging to the 
‘lank 6f 2 precipitous mountain be- 


tween “tunnels, was -completed -suc- - 


cessfully. . : 

He was the last of the great pioneer 
railroad’ engineers of the West, and 
was among the men who laid the first 
railroad track over the Sierra Ne- 
vadas, linking the new empire of the 
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WILLIAM HOOD 


Pacific Coast with that of the Hast. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War 
Hood enlisted in the Forty-Sixth 
Regiment, Massachusetts Volunteers, 
and saw service in some of the most 
sanguinary actions of the war. When 
mustered ‘out he entered Dartmouth 
college, where he remained until 1867. 

Inspired by efforts to construct a 
railroad through the Rockies he left 
college and came to Sacramento and 
obtained employment with the Central 
Pacific at Cisco. He soon became assist- 
ant to S, S. Montague, the construction 
chief. In 1875 he became chief assistant 
engineer and a short time later com- 
pleted the famous Tehachapi “loop,” 
a revolutionary idea in railroad con- 
struction affecting savings of many 
thousands of dollars, 

Mr. Hood was appointed chief en- 
gineer of the Southern Pacific in 
1885. He was intimately acquainted 
with every portion of the company’s 
lines, often surprising subordinates by 
his detailed knowledge of the ‘country 
through which new construction was 
proceeding. 

Hood was a member of the Jonathan, 
Bohemian, Pacific Union, Army En- 
gineers, Army and Navy, and other 
elubs, and of Lincoln Post, G. A. R. 
He was also a life member of the San 
Francisco Press Club. 

He is survived by his wife, Lucia 
Ottillia Hood; a daughter, Mrs. Jessie 
Wetzel; and two sisters, Mrs. Anna 
M, Hall and Mrs. Florence Hood 
Dillon. 

Funeral services were held in San 
Francisco, August 28.

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Unfair Competition Undermines Railroad Jobs 


N many parts of thé ‘country rail- 
way employes, especially those in 
‘train -service, recently have op- 

posed the establishment of motor bus 
or truck lines'to compete with the rail- 
ways. In: other cases where motor 
truck service has been established they 
have solicited local business men to 
ship by railroad rather than truck. 

In assuming ‘this attitude toward 
motor transportation railway em- 
ployes have been prompted by recog- 
nition of the fact that it is to their 
interest to have people travel and ship 
by railroad. They have in many in- 
stances seen motor bus and truck 
service established in competition with 
the railways with the result of forcing 
the railways to reduce the number of 
trains operated and the number of 
men employed by them. 

Whether the establishment of motor 
bus or truck service to compete with 
the railways between any given points 
is justifiable depends upon the con- 
ditions. In opposing it in many in- 
stances, however, the employes have 
shown a natural human tendency to 
look with disfavor upon anything 
which tends to deprive them of their 
jobs. 

Canal Competition 

But motor competition is not the

This loaded their cars, enabled them 
to make earnings that.they would nos 
otherwise have got and ‘enabled them 
to employ-men that they otherwise 
could not have employed. 
Unfair Rate Making 

During the war and for a few years 
afterward, for various reasons, water 
competition through the canal almost 
ceased. Because it had temporarily 
ceased, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission required the railways to ad- 
vance their rates to the Pacific Coast. 
Beginning in 1921,competition through 
the canal began to become more active 
than ever, and the ships, by making 
lower rates than those of the rail- 
ways, rapidly took business away. 
The railways then asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to let 
them reduce their rates to the Pacific 
Coast without reducing them to inter- 
mediate points to enable them to get 
back or hold part of the business the 
ships were taking from them. 

Tt was quite plain that the compe- 
tition to which the railways were sub- 
jected was unfair. The canal ‘having 
been built by all the American people, 
ships using it should have been re- 
quired to pay tolls that would have 
become sufficient to defray the oper 
ating expenses of the canal and the 
interest on the investment init. Suffi- 
cient tolls have never been charged, 
and in consequence the ships and 
shipvers using it have in effect been

given a subsidy by the American 
people. Furthermore, the rates of the 
railways are fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, have to. be 
published and can not be changed 
without the Commission’s permission, 
and have to be the same to every 
shipper, On the other hand, the rates 
charged. by the steamship lines are 
fixed by themselves, are not published 
and are different and discriminatory 
for different shippers. The railways 
could not meet such competition with- 
out making lower rates to the Pacific 
Coast than to intermediate points. 

Nevertheless, as soon as they ap- 
plied to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for permission to again 
do this, Senator Gooding of Idaho in- 
troduced in Congress a bill to forever 
prohibit the making of rates to meet 
water competition on the Pacific Coast, 

There has been a struggle over this 
bill lasting through two sessions of 
Congress, It is plain that its passage 
would mean a permanent loss of busi- 
ness to. practically every railway in 
the territory from the Mississippi 
valley to the Pacific ocean. The per- 
manent loss of this business would re- 
duce the number of men the railways 
could employ just as certainly as un- 
fair motor bus and truck competition. 
Nevertheless, in the long struggle 
against it, the railways have received 
virtually ne assistance from their em- 
ployes. The employes of western rail- 
ways would be acting plainly in their 
own interest if they would let Con- 
gress know they are opposed to the 
Gooding bill. 

There is still a broader aspect of 
the railway situation that employes 
may well consider in their own inter- 
est. The total earnings the railways 
make depend upon two things. These 
are the amount of traffic they get and 
the passenger and freight rates they 
are allowed to charge for handling it. 
The total wages they can pay depend 
in the long run on the total earnings 
they make. It necessarily follows 
that in the long run the wages they 
can pay depend largely or mainly 
upon the rates they are allowed to 
charge. A railway has no source 
whatever from which to get the 
money to pay wages except from 
what shippers and travelers pay it 
for transportation.

railways paid eight: cents for loco- 
motive fuel; eighteen cents for ma- 
terials and supplies; two cents for loss 
and damage of freight, injuries to 
persons and insurance; three cents for 
depreciation or retirements of. prop- 
erty; seven cents for taxes; two cents 
for the: rental. of equipment and 


Jointly“used’ property;one cent for 


salaries to its officers; and forty-one 
cents in wages to employes. The fore- 
going figures account for what was 
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done with 82 cents out of every dollar 
that was earned. They paid in addi- 
tion 12 cents for interest on their 
bonds and other fixed charges, and 
had left out of each dollar earned a 
balance of six cents with which to pay 
dividends on stocks, etc. 

Now, payment for all these things 
will continue to be necessary if the 
railways are to continue to run. The 
amount that can be paid out for any- 
thing and everything, including labor, 
depends and always will depend upon 
the amount earned, If rates are made 
too low, and in consequence total 
earnings are made too small, there 
must be retrenchment all along the 
Hne—in the wages paid to employes as 
well as in every other direction, The 
lower rates and earnings are made 
the fewer men the railways can em- 
ploy and the harder they will be 
forced to struggle to maintain the 
wages paid to each man. 

It is a curious fact that, although 
the wages that can be paid depend 
upon the earnings that can be made, 
and earnings upon the rates that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
fixes, railway employes have seldom 
done anything to help the railways to 
get reasonable rates fixed, and many 
of them have even helped to make the 
public believe that rates were too 
high and should not be advanced or 
should be reduced. Of course rates 
should not be made unreasonably 
high, but it seems plain enough that 
in their own interest the employes 
should cooperate in efforts to make 
and keep them high enough to pay all 
the costs necessary to running the 
railroads, including fair wages to 
the employes. 

The “railroad problem” directly 
concerns three classes of people. 
These are the employes whe receive 
wages, the investors who furnish the 
capital for building, enlarging and im- 
proving railway properties, and the 
patrons of the railways who pay 
freight and passenger rates. The rail- 
road problem, therefore, is that of es- 
tablishing fair relations between the 
wages paid, the net returns earned 
for capital and the service rendered 
to and the rates paid by travelers and 
shippers. There must be fairness and 
cooperation between all these parties

PART OF NEW ARIZONA LINE 
OPENED FOR FREIGHT 


August 1 the eastern half of Sou- 
thern Pacific’s new line in Arizona 
through Phoenix was thrown open 
for freight service between Picacho, 
where the new line joins the present 
main line, and Phoenix. 

This was in no sense a formal 
opening of the new line but is merely 
to facilitate handling of freight traf- 
fic from Phoenix and to get the line 
in shape for formal opening and the 
handling of through freight and pas- 
senger business later in the year, 

Opening of the new line for freight 
service follows customary railroad 
practice in the building of a new 
railroad, thus “breaking the line in,” 
as it were, before passenger train 
service is inaugurated.

insurance in force during leave 

of absence period or while tem- 
porarily unable to work because of 
illness or other reasons, and who will 
not earn sufficient wages to cover 
premium deduction for current month, 
or for contemplated period of absence, 
should request foreman or supervisor 
for advice as to how insurance may be 
continued during such absence. Fol- 
lowing questions and answers based 
on the rules will be of interest not 
only to employes generaily, but also 
to foremen and supervisors, who are 
required to be familiar with insurance 
rules. 

Q—-What privileges have I for con- 
tinuing my insurance during absence? 

A—You may have your insurance 
continued during absence because of 
illness, injury, or accident, provided 
necessary arrangements are made to 
protect premium payments monthly 
in advance of date due, or for con- 
templated period of absence. 

Your insurance may also be con- 
tinued for causes other than illness, 
injury, or accident, during leaves of 
absence of 90 days or less, excepting 
when for purposes of accepting other 
employment or engaging in other 
business, and provided arrangements 
are made at the time the leave is 
granted, to pay insurance premiums 
each month in advance of the date 
due, or in full for the contemplated 
period of absence. 

Q—How should my payments be 
made? 

A—Monthly deductions cover the 
current month’s premium; for ex- 
ample, deductions made on June pay- 
roll apply to June premium. When 
you are not at work and have no 
wages due you on payroll for current 
month, in order to continue your in- 
surance, it is necessary for you to pay 
in advance for the month for which 
protection is to be given. 

As 2 convenience to employes, de- 
partment heads are authorized to ac- 

‘ cept premium payments, for which 
they are required to issue a receipt 
so that the insured is fully protected 
when deduction is not made on pay- 
roll, 

Q-—-What if my absence extends 
over 90 days? 

A—Insurance cannot be continued 
longer than 90 days when on leave of 
absence for causes other than illness, 
injury, or accident. If absence is due 
to illness, injury or accident, Depart- 
ment Head is authorized to continue 
insurance for six months. To continue 
insurance beyond such period Depart- 
ment Head is required to obtain all

facts and special report of Company . 


physician and make a personal recom- 
mendation and must submit such cases 
for approval before continuation of 
insurance can be authorized. 


Q—What forms or statements am. I. 


required to make if absent for any 
causes mentioned? 

A—To protect and properly au- 
thorize continuance of insurance. you 
must prepare Form 9223, “Request for 
Continuation of Free and Additional 


Poge Tex % ” 


Group Life Insurance During Absence 
from Duty,” (old form Tem. 2301-SP) 
of which your foreman has.a supply 
or may obtain. Form 9223 should be 
prepared in triplicate, signed by you 
and witnessed. If absence is due to 
illness, injury, or accident Form 9223 
must be certified to by a Company 
physician. All cases of absence must 
e covered by Form 9223 properly ap- 
proved by the Head of the Depart- 
ment and necessary arrangements 
made for -protection of premiums be- 
fore the insurance may be continued. 

Q—What are my privileges on leav- 
ing service? 

A—Leaving S. P, Co. ‘service, or 
taking leave of absence to accept 
other employment, or engage in busi- 
ness automatically terminates your 
group insurance at midnight of the 
last day of the month in which you 
leave. Within thirty-one days after 
date of leaving service, if desired, you 
may arrange with nearest Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance representatives, to 
continue the amount of your insurance 
at commercial rates for your attained 
age, without physical examination. 

Q—How long does it take to pay 
death claims? 

A—Except ih cases where an ad- 
ministrator must be appointed or 
where the beneficiary cannot be lo- 
cated, average time taken to pay 
death claims is three days from date 
of receipt of the death claim in San 
Francisco Office. In many instances, 
insurance is paid within 24 or 48 
hours after receipt of death claim. 
Claims must be certified to by. attend- 
ing physician, or, in case of accidental 
death, must-be supported by copy of 
Coroner’s Verdict or Board of Health 
certificate. 

We have had many cases where 
settlement of insurance claims has 
been delayed because “Estate” was 
named as ‘beneficiary, necessitating 
appointment, by the courts, of an ad- 
ministrator, also,. where certificates 
could not be located, and where bene- 
ficiaries could not be found. Insured 
employes, in order to properly protect 
their beneficiaries and avoid delay in 
payment, should make some arrange- 


ment so that in ‘the event of ‘sudden 
death the last known address. of ‘bene- 
ficiary and location of certificate ‘will 
be available from their personal 
papers, or from information given:to 
a friend or relative. er 

In event of death, or /of-total and 
permanent ~ disability, “payment ~of 
claim will be hastened ‘if your :bene- 
ficiary or ‘someone else -will :promptly 
and directly advise the head ‘of-your 
department, Advising the :Insurance 
Company or an outsider first,’ delays 
payment, because department. heads 
must obtain record of deceased or dis- 
abled employe, preparxe claim and sup- 


-porting papers, obtain certificate, etc. 


Q—Are there any frills or unneces- 
sary technicalities surrounding this 
insurance? 

A--No. Everything that is done is 
for the purpose of assuring ourselves 
that the claim is a legitimate one and 
to give necessary business-like protec- 
tion to the beneficiary according to 
the desire of the insured as expressed 
in his application for insurance and 
repeated in the certificate issued to
